Be il enaoted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SecTioN 1. That the institution known as the agricul-

ferred to and vested in the ¢‘Stevens’ Seminary” incorpo-
rated February twentieth, one thousand eight hundred 2nd
sixty-eight. Provided, Said Stevens’ Seminary shall be
located in the same township, on such lands as the trustees

thereof shall select for that purpose.
Sec. 2. That all the lands in said township that have
been donated and deeded to the state of Minnesota for the
Tramster of s PUrpose of an agricultural college or agricultural college
ot Gaver. farm, and which now appertain to or belunc' to said collec'e
nor. or to the state of Minnesota for the uses and purposes of
the college, are hereby transferred and donated to and
vested in said Stevens’ Seminary, and the governor is
